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White House faces skepticism over prospects for a vaccine

Could the U.S. really see a 
coronavirus vaccine before 
Election Day? 

A letter from federal health 
officials instructing states to 
be ready to begin distributing 
a vaccine by Nov. 1 — two 
days before the election — 
has been met, not with ex- 
hilaration, but with suspicion 
among some public health 
experts, who wonder wheth- 
er the Trump administration 
is hyping the possibility or 
intends to rush approval for 
political gain. 

The skepticism comes amid 
growing questions about the 
scientific credibility of the 
Food and Drug Administra- 
tion and the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, 
and their vulnerability to 
political pressure from Presi- 
dent Donald Trump. 

Dr. Anthony Fauci, the gov- 
ernment's top infectious- 
disease expert and a member 
of Trump’s coronavirus task 
force, told CNN on Thurs- 
day that it is unlikely but “not 
impossible” that a vaccine 
could win approval in Octo- 
ber, instead of November or 
December, as many experts 
believe. 

“And I would assume, and 
Pm pretty sure, it’s going 
to be the case that a vaccine 
would not be approved for 
the American public unless it 
was indeed both safe and ef- 
fective,” he said. 

Similarly, Dr. Moncef Slaoui, 
chief adviser to Operation 
Warp Speed, the administra- 
tion’s project to hasten the 
development of a vaccine, 
told NPR that 1t 1s possible 
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White House press secretary Kayleigh McEnany speaks during a press briefing at the White House, 
Thursday, Sept. 3, 2020, Washington. 


but “extremely unlikely” a 
vaccine will be ready before 
the election. 

White House spokeswoman 
Kayleigh McEnany, mean- 
while, gave assurances that 
Trump “will not in any way 
sacrifice safety” when it 
comes to a vaccine. And ex- 
ecutives of five top pharma- 
ceutical companies pledged 
that no COVID-19 vaccines 
or treatments will be ap- 
proved, even for emergency 
use, without proof they are 
safe and effective. 

The concerns were set off 
by a letter dated Aug. 27 in 
which CDC Director Robert 
Redfield asked the nation’s 
governors to help govern- 
ment contractor McKesson 
Corp. set up vaccine distri- 
bution facilities so that they 
are up and running by Nov. 


1. Redfield did not say a vac- 
cine would be ready by then. 
Some longtime scientific 
advisers to the government 
said the CDC’s preparations 
for a possible early vaccine 
do not necessarily mean that 
an answer will come sooner 
or that there will be a rush 
to judgment about whether 
one works. “Being prepared 
for early success ... 1s actu- 
ally prudent,” said Dr. Steven 
Nissen, a Cleveland Clinic 
cardiologist. If a vaccine is 
working, “you want to be 
prepared to act on the infor- 
mation.” Still, to some public 
health experts, the timing of 
the letter smacked of a politi- 
cal stunt by a president facing 
a tough reelection. 

“I think it’s almost a certain- 
ty,” said Ashish Jha, dean of 
the Brown University School 


Can I get the coronavirus twice?

Can I get the coronavirus 
twice? 

It seems possible, though 
how often it happens isn’t 
known. 

Researchers in Hong Kong 


recently reported evidence of 


a person who got the corona- 
virus a second time, months 
after an initial infection. 

The finding has not yet been 
published in a journal. But 
scientists said the 33-year- 
old man had mild symptoms 
the first time and none the 
second time, suggesting his 
immune system may have 
provided some protection 


against serious illness even if 
it could not prevent a rein- 
fection. His more recent in- 
fection was detected through 
screening and testing at the 
Hong Kong airport, and re- 
searchers said genetic tests 
revealed different strains of 
the virus. 

Several other possible cases 
have been reported, includ- 
ing a U.S. man who was 
sicker the second time than 
the first. 

Even if people can get re- 
infected, the World Health 
Organization says it likely 
wouldn’t happen regularly. 
Health experts generally be- 


lieve people who had CO- 
VID-19 will have some im- 
munity against a repeat in- 
fection. But they don’t know 
how much protection, or 
how long it would last. 

This is important because if 
immunity wears off, it could 
pose a challenge for vaccines. 
Some experts say booster 
shots may be needed. 

It’s also unclear whether re- 
infected people would be 
able to spread the virus to 
others. That’s another reason 
scientists say people should 
continue to wear masks, so- 
cial distance and practice 


good hygiene.) 
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of Public Health. He said 
November “feels awfully ear- 
ly.” Last week, FDA Com- 
missioner Stephen Hahn was 
forced to correct himself af- 
ter overstating the lifesaving 
benefits of the plasma treat- 
ment. 

The CDC also came under 
fire from scientists in recent 
days for quietly updating its 
guidelines to suggest fewer 
Americans need to get tested 
for the virus. 

Jha said the stakes here are 
much higher. 

“You want to have pretty 
good safety data on vaccines,” 
he said. “So I am deeply wor- 
ried that that’s not what is go- 
ing to happen.” 

Senate Democratic leader 
Chuck Schumer questioned 
the Trump administration’s 
motives. 


“Too much of the evidence 
points to the Trump adminis- 
tration pressuring the FDA to 
approve a vaccine by Election 
Day to boost the president’s 
reelection campaign,” he said 
in a statement. “This raises 
serious safety concerns about 
politics, not science and pub- 
lic health, driving the deci- 
sion making process.” 
Three COVID-19 vaccines 
are undergoing final-stage, 
or Phase 3, clinical trials in 
the U.S. Each study is en- 
rolling about 30,000 people 
who will get two shots, three 
weeks apart, and then will be 
monitored for coronavirus 
infections and side effects for 
anywhere from a week to two 
ears. 
The FDA will not be able to 
even consider a vaccine until 
certain key steps occur. 
First, independent experts 
on what are known as data 
safety monitoring boards, 
or DSMBs, will have to 
rule that they have collected 
enough information to draw 
firm conclusions about a vac- 
cine’s performance. Then the 
experts will make the data 
available to the manufacturer, 
which will decide whether to 
submit it for FDA approval. 
Whether and when to stop a 
study early is up toa DSMB, 
whose scientists see a study’s 
results as they are accumulat- 
ing. The company does not. 
“We will not cut corners,” 
Pfizer CEO Albert Bourla 
vowed Thursday in a call 
with reporters, hosted by 
a pharmaceutical industry 
eroup. Chief executives from 
Merck, Roche, Eli Lilly and 
Gilead Sciences agreed, add- 
ing that extra transparency on 
the test results and approval

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Budget deficit to hit record 59.91 due to virus,

$3.3 trillion as huge govern- 
ment expenditures to fight 
the coronavirus and to prop 
up the economy have added 
more than $2 trillion to the 
federal ledger, the Congres- 
sional Budget Office said. 
The spike in the deficit 
means that federal debt will 
exceed annual gross domestic 
product next year — a mile- 
stone that would put the U.S. 
where it was in the aftermath 
of World War II, when accu- 
mulated debt exceeded the 
size of the economy. 

The $3.3 trillion figure re- 
leased Wednesday is more 
than triple the 2019 shortfall 
and more than double the 
levels experienced after the 
market meltdown and Great 
Recession of 2008-09. Gov- 
ernment spending, fueled by 
four coronavirus response 
measures, would register at 
$6.6 trillion, $2 trillion-plus 
more than 2019. 

The recession has caused a 
drop in tax revenues have 
fallen, but the changes are 
not as dramatic as seen on 
the spending side, with indi- 
vidual income tax collections 
running 11% behind last year. 
Corporate tax collections are 
down 34%. 

The economy shut down in 
the spring so people could 
be in isolation, in a failed 
national attempt to defeat 
the pandemic. That shut- 
down led lawmakers and 
President Donald Trump to

pump money into business 
subsidies, larger unemploy- 
ment benefits, $1,200 direct 
payments and other stimu- 
lus steps that have helped the 
economy in the short term. 
Most economists are untrou- 
bled by such huge borrowing 
when the economy is in per- 
il, and the debt was barely a 
concern when a cornerstone 
$2 trilion coronavirus relief 
bill passed almost unani- 
mously in March. 

But now that lawmakers and 
the White House are quarrel- 
ing over the size and scope 
of a fifth virus relief bill, Re- 
publicans are growing skit- 
tish at the enormous costs 


of battling the pandemic. 
The Democratic-controlled 
House passed a $3.5 tril- 
lion measure in May, though 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, 
D-Calif., says she is willing to 
cut that figure to $2.2 trillion. 
Caseloads remain unaccept- 
ably elevated, however, as the 
virus exacts a painful, linger- 
ing toll on the economy and 
sentiment remains high for 
a fifth virus rescue package 
that would include money 
to reopen schools, patch state 
budgets and continue en- 
hanced jobless benefits that 
have kept families afloat. 

Among Republicans, there 
seems to be less ardor for a 
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deal — at least at what they 
see as unfavorable terms. 
GOP leaders had been press- 
ing for a package in the $1 
trillion range, but party talks 
during August have focused 
on a smaller package. 

The enormous deficit is 
bringing the federal debt, as 
measured by the size of the 
economy, near levels not ex- 
perienced since the end of 
World War II, when explo- 
sive borrowing to finance 
the war effort caused a his- 
toric spike. But those levels 
quickly receded during the 
postwar boom some- 
thing that won't happen now, 
since federal spending is now 
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recession 


dominated by retirement 
programs like Medicare and 
Social Security, whose costs 
increase automatically with 
inflation and the ongoing re- 
tirement of the Baby Boom 
generation. 

Deficit scolds have long 
warned that rising levels of 
debt will serve as a drag on 
the economy in the coming 
years. If interest rates rise too 
high, servicing the debt will 
put significant strain on the 
budget. 

The Federal Reserve has 
stepped in to keep credit 
markets stable and interest 
rates low for years as debt 
levels have risen. 

"At a certain point, Wash- 
ington's insatiable borrow- 
ing needs will crowd out 
other investments and harm 
growth," said Brian Riedl, a 
senior fellow at the conser- 
vative Manhatten Institute. 
"Washington should help end 
the pandemic and rescue the 
economy, yet must also ad- 
dress these unsustainable 
long-term deficits." 

By year's end, the publicly 
held national debt will total 
98% of the U.S. gross domes- 
tic product, the total output 
of goods and services. That 
compares with 79% of GDP 
at the end of 2019 and 35% 
back in 2007. 

The CBO projected that the 
debt would exceed 100% of 
GDP in 2021 and set a new 
record high of 107% in 2021. 
CBO, the nonpartisan eco- 
nomic and research arm of 
Congress, predicts that defi- 
cit will total $13 trillion over 
the coming decade. 





More than 200 arrested since Blake shooting in Wisconsin

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KENOSHA, Wis. (AP) — 
More than 250 people have 
been arrested since the police 
shooting of Jacob Blake in 
Kenosha, with more than half 
from outside the county that 
the southeastern Wiscon- 
sin city is in, police reported 
Thursday. 

Blake, a Black man, was shot 
seven times in the back by a 
white police officer on Aug. 
23, sparking three nights of 
unrest that resulted in rough- 
ly two dozen fires and dam- 
age to numerous downtown 
businesses. Two nights after 
the shooting, prosecutors say 
17-year-old Kyle Rittenhouse 
fatally shot two demonstra- 
tors and wounded a third. 
His attorney claims it was self 
defense. 

Kenosha police updated ar- 


rest figures Thursday, saying 
of the 252 people arrested, 
132 did not live in Kenosha 
County. 

Rittenhouse came from his 
home in Antioch, Illinois, 
about 15 miles (25 kilome- 
ters) from Kenosha, to join 
others who walked the streets 
with rifles saying they were 
there to protect businesses 
from damage. 

Four people arrested filed 
a federal civil rights lawsuit 


Wednesday, alleging that 
police were not arresting 
pro-police demonstrators 


like Rittenhouse who were 
breaking a curfew, while tar- 
geting others. 

The city’s attorney called the 
lawsuit baseless and said it 
should be dismissed. 

The city on Wednesday end- 


ed a curfew that had been in 
place since Aug. 24, a sign of 
calming tensions in the city 
of about 100,000 midway be- 
tween Milwaukee and Chi- 
cago. 

President Donald Trump vis- 
ited Kenosha on Tuesday to 
thank law enforcement for 
their efforts and his Demo- 
cratic rival Joe Biden was in 
Wisconsin on Thursday and 
met with members of Blake’s 
family and Kenosha commu- 
nity leaders.

DETROIT (AP) — Safety 
features such as automatic 
emergency braking and for- 
ward collision warnings 
could prevent more than 40% 
of crashes in which semis 
rear-end other vehicles, a 
new study has found. 

The Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety, a research 
group supported by auto in- 
surers, also found that when 
the rear crashes happened, 
the systems cut the speeds by 
over 50%, reducing damage 
and injuries. 

The institute called on the 
federal government to re- 
quire the systems on new 
large trucks and said many 
truck fleet operators are al- 
ready adding emergency 
braking on their own. 
“Rear-end crashes with trucks 
and other vehicles happen a 
lot, often with horrible con- 
sequences,” said Eric Teoh, 
the institute’s director of sta- 
tistical services who did the 
study. “This is an important 
countermeasure to that.” 
Trucks with collision warn- 
ing systems reduced rear 
crashes by 44%, while au- 
tomatic emergency braking 
cut rear crashes by 41%, the 
study found. 

To reach his conclusions, 
Teoh examined crash data per 
vehicle mile traveled at 62 
trucking companies that use 
tractor-trailers or other trucks 
weighing at least 33,000 
pounds (15,000 kilograms). 
The study found about 2,000 
crashes that happened over 
more than 2 billion miles (3.2 
billion kilometers) traveled 
from 2017 through 2019. 
The study compared trucks 
from the same companies

that were equipped with col- 
lision warning alone, auto- 
matic emergency braking, 
and no crash prevention fea- 
tures at all, the HHS said. 
The HHS also found that 
trucks equipped with a col- 
lision warning system had 
22% fewer crashes than those 
without either technology. 
For automatic emergency 
braking, the figure was 12%. 
“This is important informa- 
tion for trucking companies 
and drivers who are weigh- 
ing the costs and benefits of 
these options on their next 
vehicles,” Teoh said. 

The institute says U.S. crash- 
es involving large trucks rose 
by nearly one-third since hit- 
ting a record low in 2009. A 
total of 4,136 people died in 
such crashes in 2018, with 
119 of the deaths in rear-end 
crashes. 


Two federal agencies that 
regulate heavy trucks, the 
Federal Motor Carrier Safety 
Administration and the Na- 
tional Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, said they 
will review the ITHS report. 
NHTSA said in a statement 
that it is nearly finished with 
a study examining the safety 
benefits of driver assist tech- 
nology on heavy vehicles, 
while the motor carrier ad- 
ministration has been en- 
couraging voluntary use of 
systems such as automatic 
emergency braking. 

In October of 2015, NHTSA 
began the regulatory process 
to evaluate forward collision 
warning and automatic brak- 
ing for heavy trucks.

ulations requiring automatic 
emergency braking on all 
new vehicles, both passen- 
ger and commercial, after the 
technology is used over time 
by fleets and drivers. 

Yet the Owner Operator In- 
dependent Drivers Associa- 
tion said it can’t accept the 
study’s conclusions because 
it did not include real-world 
factors such as driver training 
and experience or a carrier’s 
safety record. The systems 
use cameras, radar or other 
sensors to check the roadway. 
Some just warn the driver of 
hazards, while more sophisti- 
cated emergency braking sys- 
tems will actually brake the 
truck. 

In the U.S., there are no re- 
quirements for either sys- 
tem, but automatic emer- 
gency braking with forward 
collision warning has been 
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required by the European 
Union on all new large trucks 
since late 2013, the insti- 
tute said. The systems could 
prevent horrific crashes that 
happen when trucks don’t 
stop for slower or stopped 
traffic in freeway construc- 
tion zones, Teoh said.

2019 in Indianapolis, killing 
a woman and her 18-month- 
old twin daughters.

Army Cyber Command completes its move to Georgia base

SAVANNAH, Ga. (AP) — The Army com- 
mand dedicated to defending against hackers 
and other online threats celebrated its move into 
a new $366 million headquarters in Georgia on 
Thursday. 

Created a decade ago, the Army Cyber Command 
had been spread across Army installations in three 
states before consolidating at Fortitude Hall, its 
new home at Fort Gordon in Augusta. Plans to 
bring the entire command together under one 
roof had been in the works for seven years. 

“It’s not just a physical move. It’s not just a nice 
new facility,” Lt. Gen Stephen Fogarty, the com- 
mander of Army Cyber Command, told report- 
ers on a conference call Thursday. He called the 
headquarters “a purpose-filled cyber weapons 
system.” 

Fogarty was joined during a dedication ceremony 


by Army Under Secretary James McPherson and 
Gen. Paul Nakasone, who serves as commander 
of U.S. Cyber Command and director of the Na- 
tional Security Agency. 

McPherson noted the move brings the Army’s 
cyber soldiers, commanders and trainees together 
at Fort Gordon, which is also home to an NSA 
facility. 

“The cyber domain in the most recent one, it’s 
the one that changes the most rapidly and it it is 
the one we must learn to not only compete in but 
dominate in with our near-peer competitors,” 
McPherson said. 

The U.S. military established the Army Cyber 
Command in 2010 after the Defense Department 
declared cyberspace a new domain for warfare, 
citing rising threats from hackers backed by for- 
eign governments and online attackers acting in- 
dependently. 

The command oversees about 16,500 soldiers, ci- 


vilians and contract workers worldwide. 
According to the Army, the Cyber Command 
headquarters will bring about 1,200 additional 
soldiers and civilian workers to Fort Gordon. 
Fogarty said all of them should be in place within 
the next year. Fortitude Hall spans 336,000 square 
feet (31,215 square meters) and is equipped with 
more than 300 servers. 

Before the consolidation, elements of the Army 
Cyber Command were also based in Fort Bel- 
voir, Virginia, and Fort Meade, Maryland. At Fort 
Gordon, the Army now has its electronic warfare 
and defense units based at the same installation 
used for training new cyber soldiers and provid- 
ing them with continuing education. 

The headquarters dedication on Thursday was 
largely symbolic. Army Cyber Command's lead- 
er, Lt. Gen. Stephen G. Fogarty, and his com- 
mand staff have been working at Fort Gordon 


since July.) 
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E.U. unveils plan to secure raw materials, cut dependency

BRUSSELS (AP) — Wor- 
ried by an increasing depen- 
dency on the raw materials 
used to make smart phones, 
televisions and energy-saving 
lights, the European Union 
on Thursday launched a new 
strategy to secure access to 
rare earth minerals and to 
reduce reliance on suppliers 
like Chile, China and South 
Africa. 

The EU is predicted to need 
around 60 times more lithi- 
um and 15 times more cobalt 
for electric vehicle batteries 
and energy storage by 2050. 
Its demand for rare earth ma- 
terials in permanent magnets 
used in several technologies 
could increase 10-fold over 
the same period. 

The coronavirus pandemic is 
highlighting the world’s in- 
creasing reliance on electron- 
ics and technology for remote 
work, education and com- 
munication, and the 27-na- 
tion EU enters a widening 
race to secure supplies for its 
communications, health, de- 
fense and space sectors along 
with the United States, Chi- 
na and Japan.

LONDON (AP) — Around 
100 million discounted meals 
were eaten by British diners 
during August as part of a 
government drive to encour- 
age nervous customers back 
to restaurants.

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U.S. official warns El Salvador's president that aid at risk

MIAMI (AP) — A senior 
U.S. official quietly told El 
Salvador’s government that 
anti-poverty assistance from 
Washington 1s at risk over 
President Nayib  Bukele's 
defiance of his country’s su- 
preme court and congress, 
The Associated Press has 
learned. 

The rare rebuke from the 
Trump administration — one 
of Bukele’s biggest boosters 
— came ina May 29 letter to 
an aide of the president from 
Thomas Kelly, acting vice 
president of the Millennium 
Challenge Corporation, an 
independent U.S. foreign aid 
agency that has committed 
nearly $300 million in grants 
to the small Central Ameri- 
can country. 

With Congress considering 
whether to extend a Sept. 9 
deadline for spending the 
U.S. aid, the criticism reflects 
growing concerns among 
mainly Democratic lawmak- 
ers that Bukele is taking his 
country down an authoritar- 
lan path, such as his use of 
troops to intimidate legisla- 
tors and his rejection of high 
court ruling against tough 
pandemic restrictions. 
“Recent actions by the Gov- 
ernment of El Salvador have 
raised questions about the 
governments commitment 
to MCC’s eligibility criteria, 
in particular the Executive 
Branch’s interactions with 
the other branches of gov- 
ernment,” Kelly’s letter said. 
“Further concerning inci- 
dents relating to these criteria 
could risk negative conse- 
quences for our partnership, 
something we wish to avoid.” 
Kelly added that assistance 
from the MCC is contingent 
on “strict adherence to the 
rule of law and the protection 
of fundamental freedoms.” 
A copy of the letter was pro- 
vided to AP by a U.S. con- 
eressional staffer on the 
condition of anonymity to

disclose a private correspon- 
dence. 

Bukele’s press office did not 
comment in response to a list 
of questions about the letter. 
The MCC in 2014 signed a 
compact with El Salvador to 
provide up to $277 million to 
finance regulatory reforms, 
education and infrastruc- 
ture improvements, with the 
goal of promoting economic 
growth and private invest- 
ment in the country. El Sal- 
vador agreed to allocate an 
additional $88 million for 
those efforts. It is one of the 
MCC’s largest commitments 
anywhere in the world and 
followed an earlier $461 mil- 
lion U.S. aid package. 

It’s not clear how El Salva- 
dor addressed Kelly’s private 
concerns, but there’s no sign 
the MCC is looking to cut 
off Bukele’s government, 
which has requested a 6- to 
12-month no-cost extension 
to carry out projects that have 
been delayed by the corona- 
virus pandemic. As of July 30, 
74% of the funds donated by 


the U.S. had been spent, El 
Salvador’s government says. 
El Salvador is expected to 
seek new U.S. funding once 
the current assistance expires. 
But Democratic Party staffers 
in Congress say there is no 
support for it becoming the 
first partner country to de- 
velop a third compact with 
the MCC, which was estab- 
lished by Congress in 2004 as 
an agency that reports to the 
State Department but oper- 
ates independently. 

Tim Rieser, an aide to Sen. 
Patrick Leahy of Vermont, 
the ranking Democrat on the 
Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee, said the MCC was 
established with the goal of 
raising the standard for for- 
elgn assistance. 

To be eligible, a country must 
first pass an MCC “score- 
card” that rates performance 
on 20 categories. In the 2020 
scorecard, 

El Salvador ranked in the top 
quarter for political rights 
and top half for civil liber- 
ties, both third-party policy 
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indicators, among 28 devel- 
oping countries with similar 
income levels. 

“MCC grants are supposed 
to be a reward for govern- 
ments that meet objective 
criteria like battling corrup- 
tion and respect for the rule 
of law,” Rieser said. 

“Senator Leahy believes that 
if we ignore conduct like 
President Bukele’s that vio- 
late those criteria it under- 
mines the MCC’s credibil- 
ity.” 

Michael Kozak, acting assis- 
tant secretary of state for the 
Western Hemisphere, said 
this week that he was confi- 
dent Congress would extend 
the compact for El Salvador 
and other countries where 
implementation has been 
slowed by the pandemic. 
“The extension is tied up 
with the COVID relief bill, 
but we remain engaged,” Ko- 
zak told reporters. 

“We understand there is sup- 
port to find a way forward 
and we'll keep working it, so 
that’s why I don’t think we’re 


really concerned that it’s go- 
ing to be the end of the world 
here.” 

Jacob Wood, an MCC 
spokesman, said the agency’s 
model is built around ac- 
countability to make sure the 
projects are a good invest- 
ment for American taxpayers. 
“El Salvador is no exception 
to this and MCC is proud of 
our partnership,” he said. 
Bukele has come under 
mounting criticism from 
both Democrats and some 
Republicans in Congress that 
he is exceeding his authority 
in a country with tradition- 
ally weak institutions. 

In February, Bukele sent 
heavily armed soldiers to sur- 
round the congress to pres- 
sure lawmakers into approv- 
ing a loan to fund the fight 
against gangs. Then in April, 
Bukele defied El Salvador’s 
supreme court, ignoring sev- 
eral rulings striking down 
strict measures that led to the 
detention in crowded quar- 
antine centers of hundreds 
of people accused of breaking 
the coronavirus lockdown 
rules. 

“Five people aren’t going to 
decide the death of hundreds 
of thousands of Salvadorans,” 
Bukele said on Twitter about 
the court’s judges. “It doesn’t 
matter how much ink and 
seals they have.” 

The Trump administration 
has publicly stood strong- 
ly with Bukele amid those 
standoffs, saying he has pro- 
moted dialogue and prais- 
ing him for adhering to an 
earlier supreme court ruling 
to withdraw troops from the 
congress. 

President Donald Trump has 
said on Twitter that the Sal- 
vadoran leader has worked 
well with the U.S. on immi- 
gration.

France calls on U.S. to withdraw sanctions on world court 


PARIS (AP) — France called on the 
United States on Thursday to with- 
draw sanctions levelled on top of- 
ficials of the International Criminal 
Court, saying they are a “grave attack” 
on the court and put into question 
the independence of justice. 

U.S. Secretary of State Mike Pom- 
peo announced sanctions Wednesday 
against the chief prosecutor of the 
court, based in The Hague, and a top 
aide, for investigations into the Unit- 


ed States and its allies. The sanctions 
include a freeze on assets held in the 
U.S. or subject to U.S. law and target 
prosecutor Fatou Bensouda and the 
court's head of jurisdiction, Phakiso 
Mochochoko. 

The court is, notably, investigating al- 
legations of torture and other crimes 
by Americans in Afghanistan. 

The United States has never been 
party to the court, and Pompeo said 
the U.S. would not tolerate “its ille- 


gitimate attempts to subject Ameri- 
cans to its jurisdiction.” 

French Foreign Minister Jean-Yves 
Le Drian said the sanctions are “a 
erave attack against the court ... and 
beyond that a questioning of multi- 
lateralism and the independence 
of the judiciary. France calls on the 
United States to withdraw the an- 
nounced measures.” 

Josep Borrell, vice president of the 
European Union’s External Action 


Service, called the U.S. sanctions 
“unacceptable” and “unprecedented.” 
“The International Criminal Court 
(ICC) plays an essential role in de- 
livering justice to the victims of some 
of world’s most horrific crimes. Its 
independence and impartiality are 
crucial characteristics of the Court's 
work, which are fundamental for the 
legitimacy of its judgements,” Borrell 
said in a statement urging the U.S. to 
reverse course.) 
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Rockets edge Thunder to win wild Game 7, move on to Lakers

LAKE BUENA VISTA, 
Fla. (AP) — James Harden 
couldn't get his shot to fall 
all night, so the scorer turned 
stopper. 

In this wild Game 7 that 
took one strange turn after 
another in the final seconds, 
the biggest play came when 
a guy known almost entirely 
for his offense turned up the 
defense. 

Harden made up for a mis- 
erable shooting night with 
a big blocked shot, Russell 
Westbrook scored 20 points 
against his former team and 
the Houston Rockets edged 
the Oklahoma City Thunder 
104-102 on Wednesday night 
to win the first-round series. 
“It was one of those nights 
offensively so I just wanted 
to change the game defen- 
sively and I think I did that,” 
Harden said. 

The Rockets pulled out a 
tense final game of the first 
round that lasted long past 
the final basket as replays and 
fouls were sorted out. 

“I’ve been around a long time 
and just at the end it was a 
little crazy,” Houston coach 
Mike D’Antoni said. 

In the end, Houston pre- 
valled to set up a second- 
round matchup with the Los 
Angeles Lakers that begins 
Friday despite Harden, the 
NBASs leading scorer, going 4 
for 15 from the field. 

“These are the games, you 
want to win a championship 
or win playoff games, you've 
got to do 1t with your heart,” 
D’Antoni added. 

The frantic final seconds of a

game that was tight through- 
out had Houston take the 
lead for good at 103-102 
when PJ. Tucker scored with 
1:25 remaining. After chang- 
es of possession, the Thun- 
der got the ball to Lu Dort, 
who attempted a 3-pointer 
that Harden blocked with 4.8 
seconds left. 

Robert (Covington made 
a free throw with 1.4 sec- 
onds to go and Harden was 
whistled for fouling Danilo 
Gallinari before the ball was 
inbounded, giving the Thun- 
der one free throw and the 
ball. But Gallinari missed the 


free throw and the Thunder 
turned it over on the last in- 
bounds pass. 

Westbrook helped defend 
that, perhaps remembering 
some of his old coach’s plays. 
“I kind of know a little bit,” 
Westbrook said. 

Covington had 21 points and 
10 rebounds, and Eric Gor- 
don also scored 21 points for 
the Rockets. Harden finished 
with 17 points and nine as- 
sists. 

Dort scored a career-best 
30 points for the Thunder. 
Chris Paul, swapped for 
Westbrook over the summer, 
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had 19 points, 12 assists and 
11 rebounds. 

“Its a tough one. Its tough,” 
Paul said. “We fought hard all 
year. Honestly, a lot of people 
doubted us, but we didn’t 
doubt ourselves. We didn’t 
give a damn about anybody’s 
predictions going into any se- 
ries.” 

It was a wild conclusion to 
a strange series in which the 
Rockets won Games 1 and 2 
handily and Game 5 by 34, 
the biggest margin in fran- 
chise postseason history, but 
hadn’t come through in the 
close ones. Oklahoma City

took Game 3 in overtime by 
outscoring Houston 15-3, 
the largest overtime point 
differential in NBA history, 
and pulled out Game 4 by 
three points and Game 6 by 
four. 

The Rockets had no chance 
of winning this one in a rout 
thanks largely to Harden’s 
struggles. He missed 10 of 
his 12 shots through three 
quarters but they were ahead 
85-80 behind a strong perfor- 
mance from Westbrook, who 
missed the first four games 
of the series with a strained 
right quadriceps. 

Covington then hit a couple 
key 3-pointers in the fourth 
and Harden made two of his 
three shots in the period, in- 
cluding a basket that snapped 
a 99-all tie. 

The Thunder closed the first 
quarter with a 10-2 spurt to 
take a 30-29 lead. 

Then it was Dort with a 
12-point second quarter, 
hitting three 3-pointers to 
continue a remarkable turn- 
around from Game 5, when 
his 3-for-16 night included 
going 0 for 9 behind the arc. 
He bounced back with 13 
points in Game 6. 

“It was one of the most im- 
pressive things Pve seen 
out of a player that young,” 
Thunder coach Billy Dono- 
van sald. 

One of his 3s gave the Thun- 
der a six-point lead, but 
Houston closed strong to 
lead 61-59 at the break. 
Houston got the final five 
points of the third on a basket 
by Westbrook and a 3-pointer 
by Jeff Green, another former 
Oklahoma City player.

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Balancing motherhood and tennis,

NEW YORK (AP) — Tš- 
vetana Pironkova smacked 
an ace on match point, part 
of the balancing act she made 
look easy from start to finish 
Thursday. 

The shot punctuated a 7-5, 
6-3 upset win over No. 
10-seeded Garbiñe Muguru- 
za in the second round of the 
U.S. Open, Pironkova’s first 
tournament after a three-year 
break to give birth to her son, 
Alexander. 

“If you make a good sched- 
ule and have the right mo- 
tivation, you can combine 
the two things, motherhood 
and being a professional ten- 
nis player,” Pironkova said. 


“It takes a lot of work but, 
you know, everything takes 
work.” 

A 32-year-old Bulgarian, 
Pironkova gave birth to Al- 
exander in April 2018. She 
is playing in her 12th Open 
but her first since 2016, and 
it’s her first tournament since 
Wimbledon in 2017. 

“It’s just great to be play- 
ing without that extra pres- 
sure I had on myself before,” 
Pironkova said. “Before it 
was almost like a life and 
death situation for me to win 
a match. Right now it’s not 
really like that. It’s enjoy- 
ment to be on the court.” 
Pironkova has no ranking 


because of her layoff, but she 
was a 2010 Wimbledon semi- 
finalist, and is playing in the 
U.S. Open for the 12th time. 
The win over Muguruza was 
Pironkova’s 22nd against a 
top-20 player. 

“It’s not something super 
new,” Pironkova said. “I was 
moving well and hitting the 
ball well. Why not win?” 
Reigning Australian Open 
champion Sofia Kenin ad- 
vanced to the third round 
by beating unseeded Leylah 
Fernandez 6-4, 6-3. Amanda 
Anisimova won a matchup of

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Johnson gets 2-

ATLANTA (AP) — Dustin 
Johnson is the No. 1 seed and 
starts with a two-shot lead at 
the Tour Championship, not 
nearly enough to tempt him 
into looking too far ahead at 
a FedEx Cup title that already 
has slipped away from him 
once before. 

“It’s not like Pve got a two- 
shot lead going into the final 
round,” Johnson said, who 
speaks from experience of 
once losing a six-shot lead 
in the final round of a World 
Golf Championship. 

“I’m still going to have to play 
some really good golf for four 
days if I want to be a FedEx 
Cup champion.” 

And then there are play- 
ers like Billy Horschel and 
Mackenzie Hughes, who will 
be 10 shots behind Johnson 
before they even hit their 
opening drives at East Lake. 
They have to play their ab- 
solute best golf and get some 
help. 

“I know I’m going to have 
to do something special,” 
Horschel said. 

The strangest season in golf 
— no tournaments for three 
months because of the CO- 
VID-19 pandemic, only one 
major championship in the 
last 14 months — ends on 
Labor Day with the second 
year of a format that gives 
players a head start depend- 
ing on how they played up to 
this point. 

Johnson, also the No. 1 player 
in the world, starts at 10-un- 
der par and is two shots ahead 
of Jon Rahm, who beat him 
last week at Olympia Fields 
with a 65-foot birdie putt. 
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Jon Rahm, ranked second behind Dustin Johnson in FedEx Cup points, tees off on the par-3 11th 
hole during his practice round for the season-ending Tour Championship at East Lake Golf Club 
on Wednesday, Sept. 2, 2020, in Atlanta. 


Rory Mcllroy won last year 
from the No. 5 seed, mean- 
ing he started five behind. 
He posted an actual score of 
13-under 267 and still need- 
ed the top two seeds — Justin 
Thomas and Patrick Cantlay 
— to falter. McIlroy was 10 
shots better than Thomas, 
22 shots better than Cantlay. 
That did the trick. 

Is it possible for someone to 
start 10 shots behind and still 
win the $15 million bonus? 
“It’s going to happen one 
year,” Marc Leishman said. 
“I just don’t know if it'll be 


this year, next year or the year 
after. If the top three guys get 
off to a slow start ... 5 (under) 
could potentially be leading 
after one round.” 

Thomas knows how that 
works. He was the No. 1 
seed a year ago, opened with 
a 70 and was in a three-way 
tie for the lead after one day. 
The rest of the week didn’t 
go much better. But while he 
witnessed McIlroy winning 
from five shots behind at the 
start, a 10-shot deficit looks 
feasible only on paper. 

“It would be one thing if they 
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were 10 back of one person,” 
Thomas said. “But there’s 25 
people ahead of them, and 
that's the hard part. I think 
if you gave me even par and 
you gave “X” player at 10-un- 
der par and it was just us 
two, I think Pd have a better 
chance of catching him.” 
More likely, at least this year, 
is a scenario the PGA ‘Tour 
has tried to avoid — a run- 
away with no drama. 
Nothing will be as bad as 
2008 when the format al- 
lowed Vijay Singh to wrap it 
up no matter how he played 
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shot lead and another crack at FedEx Cup 


at East Lake. He needed to 
stay upright for only four 
days, and the Fijian managed 
fine. 

Johnson, however, is play- 
ing as well as anyone, and 
he’s arguably the biggest tal- 
ent in the game. He has had 
the 54-hole lead in his last 
three tournaments, winning 
at the TPC Boston and fin- 
ishing runner-up in the PGA 
Championship and BMW 
Championship. Imagine if 
he gets it going at East Lake 
while staked to a two-shot 
lead. 

Kevin Kisner still thinks the 
odds are a winner from the 
bottom of the pack is more 
likely to happen before 
someone from the top wins 
in a landslide. 

“DJ could shoot 9 under to- 
morrow and run away and 
it would be a total snoozer,” 
Kisner said. “But I just think 
there’s too many good play- 
ers near the top. Ten shots is 
surmountable over four days 
if somebody gets really hot.” 

Horschel and Hughes at least 
have that chance. 

Horschel secured the 30th 
and final position, but only 
because Corey Conners 
four-putted the final hole at 
Olympia Fields (the last three 
putts from 5 feet). Hughes 
cracked the top 30 by making 
a 5-foot par putt on his last 
hole. 

It all starts to unfold Friday, 
and there is plenty on the line 
for everyone, mostly money. 
The $15 million payout — 
$14 million in cash, $1 mil- 
lion deferred — is only part 
of the $45.6 million in bonus 
money being paid out this 
week.|_} 





Lutsenko claims 1st Tour de France victory on Stage 6

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MONT AIGOUAL, 
France (AP) — On paper 
at least, Stage 6 of the Tour 
de France looked interesting, 
with a steep ascent toward 
the end that the 117-year-old 
race was scaling for the first 
time and which seemed like 
it might tempt top contend- 
ers to test each other out on 
the rugged, narrow mountain 
road. 

But the Tour’s top riders 
turned the mountain into a 
molehill, ruining race orga- 
nizers’ best-laid plans. 
Instead of seeing a reckon- 
ing between the favorites, 
the Tour saw Kazakh rider 
Alexey Lutsenko surge alone 
up the previously unclimbed 
Lusette pass on Thursday to 


earn his first stage victory in 
his fifth Tour de France. 
Adam Yates of Britain kept 
the overall race lead, as he 
and other contenders for vic- 
tory in Paris stayed bunched 
together as a group, waiting 
for bigger mountains that 
come later in the three-week 
Tour, starting this weekend 
in the Pyrenees. 

While they kept tabs on each 
other, the 27-year-old Lut- 
senko profited. 

He was part of an initial 
eroup of eight lower-placed 
riders that broke away early 
from the main pack in search 
of the stage victory on the 
191-kilometer  (119-mile) 
route that sped southwest 
from the start town of Le Teil 


in southern France. 

For the first time in Tour 
history, the stage finished 
atop the Mont Aigoual, a 
1,560-meter (5,118-foot) 
peak with commanding 
views of southern France 
and an observatory opened in 
1894 to study its changeable 
weather. 

The last kilometers (miles) 
were a rolling uphill past 
pines and pasture to the fin- 
ish. 

The relative ease of that final 
approach dissuaded top con- 
tenders from attacking each 
other on the steep Lusette 
pass that preceded it, because 
they knew rivals would be 
able to catch them back up 
toward the top.

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south African 
healthcare workers 
protest, threaten strike

PRETORIA, South Af- 
rica (AP) — South African 
healthcare workers have pro- 
tested against poor working 
conditions and urged the 
government to end corrup- 
tion in the purchase of CO- 
VID-19 personal protective 
equipment. The protesters 
gathered Thursday in Preto- 
ria and Cape ‘Town, charging 
that the lives of healthcare 
workers are endangered as 
some health facilities have 
inadequate supplies of pro- 
tective equipment like surgi- 
cal masks. 

The union leading the dem- 
onstrations, the National 
Education, Health and Allied 
Workers’ Union, has threat- 
ened that its 200,000 pub- 
lic workers will go on strike 
on Sept. 10 if their issues 
are not addressed. A wide- 
spread strike by healthcare 
workers would cause serious 
problems for South Africa’s 
hospitals, which have been 
stretched to the limit by the 
coronavirus. Although the 
number of new confirmed 
cases of COVID-19 has de- 
creased, South Africa is still 
reporting more than 2,000 
new cases per day and the 
country has been warned of 
a possible second wave of in- 
fections. The pandemic has so 
far claimed more than 14,300 
lives in South Africa, accord- 
ing to official figures. South 
Africa has recorded 630,595 
positive cases of COVID-19, 
the highest in Africa, and the 
sixth-highest in the world. 
More than 27,300 health 
workers have tested positive 
and 230 have died from the 


disease, according to official 
figures from last month. 

The demonstrators in Pre- 
toria, the capital, marched in 
front of the offices of Presi- 
dent Cyril Ramaphosa at the 
Union Buildings. They held 
up placards, some reading 
“Thank You Frontline Work- 
ers” and “Remove Corrupt 
Officials.” South Africa has 
been rocked by allegations of 
corruption related to the pro- 
curement of personal protec- 
tive equipment. 

President Cyril Ramapho- 
sa’s spokeswoman, Khusela 
Diko, stepped down after 
being linked to irregular pur- 
chases. Her husband’s com- 
pany allegedly charged more 
than five times the regulated 
amount for surgical masks 
and sanitizers. 

Gauteng provincial health 
minister, Bandile Masuku, 
was also forced to step down 
due to allegations he was 
linked to the irregular pro- 
curement of health supplies. 

The country’s Special Inves- 
tigating Unit said it is cur- 
rently probing more than 20 
cases of corruption related 
to the contracts to provide 
health supplies to the gov- 
ernment. 

Among the workers’ de- 
mands are that workers who 
test positive for COVID-19 
must not be forced to work 
until they have fully recov- 
ered. There are allegations 
that some managers have 
forced workers back to work 
before they have even fin- 
ished the mandatory quaran- 
tine or isolation time.

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A month on, signal in Beirut 
rubble raises hope for survivor

BEIRUT (AP) — A pulsing 
signal was detected Thursday 
from under the rubble of a 
Beirut building that collapsed 
during the horrific port ex- 
plosion in the Lebanese capi- 
tal last month, raising hopes 
there may be a survivor still 
buried there. 

The effort unfolded after the 
sniffer dog belonging to the 
Chilean search and rescue 
team first detected some- 
thing as the team was going 
through Gemmayzeh Street 
in Beirut and rushed toward 
the rubble of a building. The 
street was one of the hardest- 
hit in the Aug. 4 explosion. 
The team then used audio 
detection equipment for 
signals or heartbeat, and de- 
tected what could be a pulse 
of 18 to 19 beats per minute. 
The origin of the pulsing 
signal was not immediately 
known but it set off a frantic 
search and raised new hope. 
It is extremely unlikely that 
any survivors would be found 
a month after the blast that 
tore through Beirut in Au- 
gust when nearly 3,000 tons 
of ammonium nitrate ignited 
at the port. The explosion 
killed 191 people and injured 
6,000 others and is consid- 
ered to be one of the big- 
gest non-nuclear explosions 
ever recorded. Thousands of 
homes were damaged. 
“Ninety-nine percent there 
isn’t anything, but even if 


there is less than 1% hope, 
we should keep on looking,” 
said Youssef Malah, a civil 
defense worker. He said his 
men would continue work- 
ing throughout the night, 
adding that the work was ex- 
tremely sensitive. 

A Chilean volunteer, howev- 
er, said their equipment iden- 
tifies breathing and heartbeat 
from humans, not animals, 
and it detected a sign of a hu- 
man. The worker who iden- 
tified himself as Francesco 
Lermonda said it is rare, but 
not unheard of, for someone 
to survive under the rubble 
for a month. 

The past few weeks have 
been extremely hot in Leba- 
non, including a current heat 
wave with high levels of hu- 
midity. Every now and then, 
the Chilean team asked peo- 
ple on the streets, including a 
crowd of journalists watch- 
ing the operation, to turn off 
their mobiles and stay quiet 
for five minutes so as not to 
interfere with the sounds be- 
ing detected by their instru- 
ments. 

Two days after the explo- 
sion, a French rescue team 
and Lebanese civil defense 
volunteers had looked into 
the rubble of the very same 
building, where the ground 
floor used to be a bar. At the 
time, they had no reason to 
believe there were any bodies 
or survivors left at the site. 

In another chilling remind- 
er of the horrific explosion 





a month ago, the Lebanese 
military said it discovered 
more than 4 tons of ammoni- 
um nitrate near Beirut’s port 
on Thursday. 

According to the military, 
army experts were called in 
for an inspection and found 
4.35 tons of the dangerous 
chemical in four containers 
stored near the port. There 
were no details on the ori- 
ein of the chemicals or their 
owner, 

The military statement said 
that customs officials had 
called in the army to inspect 
containers at a facility near 
the port, where they found 
4.35 tons of ammonium ni- 
trate. It said army experts 
were “dealing with the mate- 
rial,” an apparent reference 
that it was being destroyed. 
The port chief, Bassem al- 
Qaisi, told reporters on 
Thursday that there are 43 
containers containing flam- 
mable material left in the 
area, adding that the army 
is doing its best to keep the 
containers safe. Al-Qaisi said 
he has repeatedly asked cus- 
toms authorities to take away 
the material. 

Days after the Aug. 4 blast, 
French and Italian chemi- 
cal experts working amid the 
remains of the port identi- 
fied more than 20 containers 
carrying dangerous chemi- 
cals. The army later said that 
these containers were moved 
and stored safely in locations 
away from the port. (]
